of lie SPARKLING new Brumbaugh 
Science Center was officially ac- 
cepted and dedicated April 16 to con- 
tinue the College’s spectacular role 
in helping to produce the nation’s fu- 
ture scientists. 

In a formal convocation held in Ol- 
ler Hall, across the street from the 
$2,750,000 four-building complex, 
nearly 1,000 assembled scientists, del- 
egates from 51 institutions and asso- 
ciations, students, faculty, alumni, 
parents and friends, were convinced 
that Juniata provides the proper “lib- 
eral arts atmosphere” for the study 
of science. 

One of the nation’s best known sci- 
entists, Dr. Detlev W. Bronk, presi- 
dent of The Rockefeller University, 
gave the address for the memorable 
occasion highlighting the 90th anni- 
versary of the founding. He paid per- 
sonal tribute to Juniata “for this evi- 
dence of your remarkable vitality and 
faith in the future of our colleges of 
liberal arts.” 

President Calvert N. Ellis formally 
dedicated “this building to the honor 
of the members of the Brumbaugh 
family who were the founders of Juni- 
ata College.” The chemistry wing was 
named for Donald M. Rockwell and 
the biology wing for Homer C. Will. 

Honorary Doctor of Laws degrees 
were conferred on Dr. Bronk, former 
president of the National Academy of 
Sciences-National Research Council 
and president of The Rockefeller Uni- 
versity since 1953, and on Dr. Julian 
W. Hill, one of the original associates 
of the Du Pont Company whose re- 
search led to the discovery of nylon.

Dr. Harold C. Binkley Dies 


Dr. Harold C. Binkley, 69, profes- 
sor of English emeritus and long-time 
chairman of the department of En- 
glish, died Feb. 5, 1966, in the J. C. 
Blair Memorial hospital. 

Although he had been formally re- 
tired in 1962, Dr. Binkley continued 
to teach a full schedule until Janu- 
ary 23 when a heart attack confined 
him to the hospital. 

Dr. Binkley joined the College fac- 
ulty in 1933 and was for many years 
chairman of the Division of Arts and 
Languages (now called the Humani- 
ties). He also served on the curricu-

lum committee which pioneered in 
1938 with a program of general edu- 
cation that gained widespread ac- 
claim. The principles and purposes of 
that program were reaffirmed by the 
faculty in 1960. 

Noting the loss of Dr. Binkley as 
his “close, personal friend,” President 
Calvert N. Ellis stated that “Juniata 
College owes as much to Dr. Binkley 
for its academic progress as to any 
other member of the faculty. He was 
a man of integrity and high academic 
standards.”

Heading the group of 
returning lettermen were Co-cap- 
tains Jim Reid, Westmont, N. J., 
who switched from-second to left 
field, and Gary Sheppard, Phila- 
delphia, who moved from third to 
second.
